“ The .Honourable Baronet obferved, tbat the thip Berfey 
had been freighted with provifions ; and, at the time fhe wag 
captured, Lord Dunmore was in great want, and received from 
her confiderable relief; on which account, he thought it bar~ 
an act of juftice, that the proprietor fhould be made amends for 
his lofs by the public. 

« Mr -Pitt faid, he certainly hhould oppofe all applications 


| for fums of money by addreiling the throne, ‘as it would be o- 
' pening a door for a great many of the like kind, and there 


would be no knowing where the line could be drawn. There 
was a way, he faid, in which the parties aggrieved might have 
relief,-and to which he fhould have 'no objection ; and this was, 
to petition the Commiflioners ae to confider of Ameri- 
can claims, who had power to fend for perfons and papers, and 
t examine perfons upon oath, which the Houfe could not do.’

On Saturday lalt, a very important queftion was determined 
jby the Court of Sefion, which the country at large ought to 
fattend to, 

. Meff. Johnftone, Armftrong, and Company, of Greenock, 
were purfuers, and the Deacons and other office-bearers of the 
feveral Incorporated Trades of Arbroath for themfelves, and as 
reprefenting thefe incorporations, were defenders. 

On 28th March 1778, thefe purfaers wrote to Jolly and 
Sturrock of Arbroath, to purchafe for them from 7 to 800 
bolls oat-meal, which, by the middle of May following, they 
accomplifhed at the average price of 11s. gd. 7-t2ths per 
‘boll, and foon after had inftructions to thip it for Greenock. 
It now appears, that the Trades of this place had formed the 
very extraordinary refolution of becoming legiflators, in fo far 
«has they refolved, not to allow meal to be shipped from their 
port, however: much it might be wanted in the weftern part of 
the country. 

On the goth April 1778, a veffel having arrived to carry a 
}targo of meal to Perth, the Deacons, in profecution of the a- 
Above plan, prefumed to examine the Cuftom-houfe officers as 
w the validity of the fufferance ; and a mob gathering, the 
| veffel was unrigged to prevent her failing. Next the Deacons 
propofed to purchafe the meal at an undervatue, it having 
been previoufly offered them at the market price. The owner, 
feeing his property, as well as himfelf in danger, accepted their 
offers, and the meal was delivered to them. On the 18th 
May thereafter, another cargo of meal was propofed [to be 
fhipped for Leith. A more formidable mob is affembled on 
this occafion, and much violence: and outrage committed a- 
gaint thofe employed in fhipping the meal, in fo much, that 
the work is ftopped, and the veflel anrigged. No fooner does 
this happen, than the Deacon Convener propofes to purchafe the 
meal. It is offered -him at 12. 3 d. the price ftipulated to 
have been paid by the Leith merchant. He goes to confult 
his brethren Deacons, and the refult is an offer of no more 
than 11.8. fer boll, on getting three months credit, and a boll 
toeach hundred. This offer being rejected, the hatches were 
on the -night following broke open, and a great part of the 
meal carried off. 

At this time it was known in the town, that Jolly and 
Sturrock had purchafed meal for exportation, part of it having 
come in to their granaries ; fo that, on this account, and Mr 
Jolly’s endeavours to fupprefs the fpirit that then prevailed for 
mobbing, .he had become auanay obnoxious to the lower 
dafs of the inhabitants. . The moft violent threatenings were 
ufed againit his life and property. In this fituation of danger 
and diftrefs, he called upon the Deacons to come to his houfe 
to protest him, his family, and eTeéis ; and then offered them 
all the-meal he had, re‘erring the price to themfelves ; and he 
further declared, that if he thould find it proper to give them 
the keys. where it lay, it neverthelefs fhould not be at their, 
but his own rifk. ‘This fale being immediately notified to the 
inhabitants bya hand-bell,- peace was reftored: 

Next day a general meeting of the whole incorporations was 
called, to fix the price of the meal, which they knew had coft 
Rear t0 12s. ready money. ‘The Deacon-Convener reported 
that they had fixed the price at 11.8. payable at Michaelmas 
and Chriftmas, by equal moieties ; and 329} bolls meal were 
delivered to the Convener, in purfuance of this fale. 

At this time, the retail price of. meal at Greenock was 16s. 
1 | per boll. 

The ation was laid for the balance of the price, and the da- 
mage fuftained by the want of this cargo of meal, and for ex- 
pences. 

The general refolution. to prevent the fhipping of meal was 
proven. ‘The wives and fervants of fome of the Deacons ap. 
peared to have been active in the mobs. The Deacons had 

taken benefit from them, by purchafing meal at an undervalue. 

They had refufed to afit the magiftrates in reprefling thefe 

mobs ; and, from a variety of circumftances, they appeared to 

be the authors and abetters thereof. But, independent of all 
thefe, the Lords were unanimoufly of opinion, that the fale 

} made by Mr jolly, while under the greateit apprehenfion of 
danger, (whoever were the authors of it) was a void fale ; 
and therefore found thefe defenders liable in damages and ex- 
pences. The Court expreffed the higheft indignation at mob- 
bing; but thefe riots at Arbroath appeared the moft wanton 
and unjuftifiabic that ever had oc¢gurred; as, at that time, the 
meal was not only in great plenty in the neighbourhood, but 
the price moderate. 

At a meeting of the attornies of Cumberland and Weftmore- 
Jand, at Cockermouth, yefterday fe’ennight, it was unanimoully 
refolved, that a petition fhould be prepared, and prefented to
